Chemistry as University College, 
London, of Professor A. Y. Hill's 
discovery as to the difference be- 
tween life and death. 

The cell that is. the basis of life 
tequires constant oxidation, he ex- 
plained, to preserve the‘ peculiar 
organised molecular structure - of 
life of. a living cell. The living cell 
is, in “tact, Jike a battery which is 
constantly running down and which 
requires constant oxidation to keep 
it charged. Death . is’ the irrevers-, 
ible breaking down of this structure, 
always‘ present, and only warded off 
by the structure- “preserving action ot

» Professor “Hill's hypothesis for the 
pe time’ enables men of science, ; 
Professor Donnan said, to under- 
 stand,, though o little dimly, ‘' the 
difference between life and denth’ 
and the yery meaning of life.”’ 

Professor‘Donnan’s formulation of 
Professor A. V. Hill's theory differs 
notably ‘from’ previous views, put 
forward. from time, to time, in. that 
it is based on the science of life. 
Though spenking as a physicist, he 
yaid that, to-day general. physiology 
in its application" of physics, che- 
| mistey,* and: physical chemistry to 
lthe operation of ‘the living cell, was 
the fundamental science of life. 

The living cell, he explained, con- 
tnined a system known as pro- 
toplaym, although no one could 
define what protoplasmywas, 


One of the fundamental compon-. 


ents of protoplasm was protein, and 
each type of cell in each species 
of organism céntained one or more 
proteins peculiar to -it. - : 

. There, must exist, he said, some

the protcin molecules ‘were marshal- 
led and arranged as long mobile 
chains’ or columhs. The molecular 
army within the cell was ready for 
quick und organised action, and 
during life was‘in 2 state of extra- 
ordinary ‘activity.. 

Oxidation, assimilation, and the 
rejection of waste products were 


continually going on, and the living | 


cell was’: constantly exchanging 


'l energy and materials with its en- 


vironment. The apparently station- 

ary equilbrium was in reality kinetic 
or dynamic equilibrium. a

What, it..might be .asked, was 
cellular death? It was at this 
Professor. Donnan said—at 
the very gateway between life and 
death—that Professor A..V, Hill 
was on the eve of a discovery of 

“astounding importance,” if indeed 
he had not already made it. 

It appeared. from his‘ work ‘on 
non-tnedullated: nerve cells and.on 
muacle that: the organised structure 
of these cells was a chemo-dynamic 
structure requiring oxygen .to: pre- 
serve it. The molecular structure 


{was always: tending to break” down 
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and required constant .oxiddtion to 
preserve it;-ahd: to maintain the 
peculiar organised’ molecular mire 
ture of life ofa living cell. . 

The' life machine was totally un-

the cells were, in reality dynamic 
equilibria, depending on oxidation 
for their very. existence.
